A nation in which every family is well 
housed, clothed ami educated, would be 
stronger and better off if it didn't sell! 
thousand dollars' worth of its products 
in a thousand years, than a nation with 
an* infinite trade obtained by cheap prod- 
ucts of labor that lived in hovels, fed 
on garbage and died in ignorance. Some 
such contrast as this, but much less ex- 
treme, in offered between the condition 
of the workingmen here and in England. 


He very often, generally in the small- 


er cities and towns, owns his home -here, 
lives well and gives his children all the 
education they will take. There he is 
almost invariably a tenant, very often 
lives hard, and education in little dif- 
fused and rarely reached. 


English legislation for a long time has 


been directed to making England the 
world's market by underselling the en- 
tire world, and she has accumulated 
enormous wealth in a few hands at the 
expense of the well being of the work- 
men. . 


We have been wiser, if we intended it, 


luckier if we didn't, and have made the 
most intelligent aud well to do body of 
workmen ever collected under one gov- 
ernment. 
The world may be hunted 


through for skilled workmen, as well off 
and well educated as ours, and only an 
occasional equal found to our average. It 
may be that legislation for moral uses 
is the most wholesome after all, and that 
political economy leaves out of its phi- 
losophy a vital factor when it looks 
wholly to enlargements of trade. 


What other lesson lies in the report 


that hundreds of farmers all over Eng- 
land are giving up their leases under op- 
pressive rents; in the constant distress 
and frequent famines of manufacturing 
districts? The results of labor rather 
than the condition of the laborer have 
been the objects of legislation. The ma 
has been put below the money. Englan 
has undersold the world, starved he 
workmen in hovels and ignorance to d 
it, and now they are leaving her i 
droves for a land where the man is pn 
above the money. 


We do not claim that oar legislators 


are wiser or better than those of Englant

Host often, it has 
i employed to aid personal advance- 


lent, without reference to the well-be- 
ng of the State, or of the people who 
were to1 submit to the authority of him 
wao rose by its means. 


As we read history, too, we find that 


t is psnally true, that when money be- 
comes a paramount influence in politics, 
the nation in which it is so corruptly 
•sod has begun to decay. 
The most 


striking instance of this was that of Im- 
perial Borne. In the early days of that 
Kiile political structure, men were rais- 
d to the. dignity of emperor on account 
ftheir abilities, and'sometimes of their 
Tirtue*. 
: But the time came when the richest 
inn in Borne bid against each other for 
he Imperial diadem. He who could pay 
the most for votes was elected. 


In almost every nation, later than 


Stone, we find money playing the same 
demoralizing part; but never since to 
•Mb an extent as there. And when the 
crown of Rome thus became the object 
of baiter and sale, the empire hastened 
swiftly to decay and to eztiction. 


In England, money has long been a 


ntont and scandalous influence in poli- 
te. 
In the last century, the votes of 


nembers of Parliament were openly 
fought, even by Prime Ministers; and 
Sr Robert Walpote, the man who was 
Prime Minister for the'longest period, 
was at onetime expelled from the House 
of Commons for the corrupt use of mon 
ey. 


Money is still lavishly used in English 


politics, though the practice of bribing 
members of Parliament has long since 
ceased. Members of Parliament receive 
no salary; hence it is only men ol 
wealth, as a rule, who can afford to enter 
the House; and these of ten spend large 
unonnts to gain admission to it. Proba 
Mytbe average cost of an election to 
Parliament is fully twenty thousand 
dollars; and ranges all the way from 
that to a quarter of a million. 


In this country, unhappily, money ii 
tttang to have a very formidable and 
(bating influence in polities'. 
.Money should net be thus used to ad 


Tanoe personal ambitions without refer 
ince to the true interests of the people 
Stringent laws should forbid it, untie 
heavy penalties. Public opinion shouk 
•tamp it with stem disapproval. Tbe 
people should refuse to support a mat 
Whose only claim to a nomination ant 
•lection is that he has money, which be 
ii ready to lavish in securing a triumph

Evert if they w^ere able to afford thin 


uxury, their raiment cannot compete 
with the elegant toilets that shine iu the 
other pews., for in >this .Country,' .the 
church, even more than the opera, and 
almost as much as the ball or partyj;;;ia 
used for the purpose of displaying upon 
.heir backs or heads, the wealth, taste or 
caprice of the attendants. 
In brief, the 


majority of Protestant churches in the 
arge cities are religious clubs, where for 
i fixed sum .per.year the members assem- 
)le weekly. 


This is.in such glaring contrast with 


lie biography land teachings of the 
Founder of Christianity, that those who 
ndulge in it are naturally sensitive to the
